N Weſtminſter-hall, at the upper or ſouth end thereof, 
I there was built an aſcent, whereon was placed the chair of 
Scotland, brought for this purpoſe out of Weſtminſter-abbey, - 
and here ſet under a prince-like canopy . of ſtate. Before his 
Highneſs, and below him, was ſet a table covered with pink- 
coloured velvet of Genoa, fringed with fringe of gold. On 
this table, beſides the Bible, Sword, and Scepter, of the 
Commonwealth, were pens, ink, paper, ſand, wax, &c. &c. 
Before this table, on a chair, ſat Sir Thomas Widdrington, the 
Speaker to his Highneſs and the Parliament. At ſome diſtance 
were ſeats. built ſcaffold-wiſe, like a theatrum, where, on both 
ſides, ſat the Members of his Higbneſs's Parliament, and be- 
low were places for the Aldermen of London, and the like. 


After all things were thus ordered, the Protector came forth

THE Protector, with loud acclamation, - was enthroned, 
being ſeated in the chair of ſtate > on the left hand thereof 
ſtood Lord Mayor Tichborn and the Dutch Embaſſador z the 
French Embaſſador and Robert Earl of Warwick on the right, 

Behind the Protector ſtood his fon Lord Richard Cromwel!, 
Charles Lord Fleetwood, Lieutenant-general of the Army, Jobn 
Lord Cleypool, Maſter of the Horſe to his Highneſs, and the 
Privy Council, of whom, as of the Nobility, the Earl of Man- 
cheſter, Lord Wharton, and Lord Mulgrave, the reſt being very 
much their inferiors : upon a lower deſcent flood the Lord Viſcaunt 
Liſle, Lords Montague and Whitlock, with dr awn ſcwords. 

The Heralds, in the name of his Highneſs and the Common- 
wealth, commanding filence; then the Speaker (Sir Thomas 

Widdrington)

Widdrington) in the name of the Parliament, preſented to his 
Highneſs OLIVER CRroMWELL a rich and coſtly robe of pur- 
ple velvet, lined with ermines; a Bible, ornamented with 
boſſes and claſps, richly gilt; a rich and coſtly Sword; and a 
Scepter of maſly gold. At the delivery of theſe things, the 
Speaker made a ſhort comment upon them, and on the cere- 
monies thereof, which he addreſſed to the Protector, ** 
them into four parts, vi. 

Firſt, The RokE or PURPLE; bis is an emblem of Magiftracy, 
and imports Righteouſneſs and Fuſtice. IWhen you have put on 
this veſtment, I may ſay you are a Gown-man. This robe 1s of 
a mixt color, to ſhew the mixture Fuſtice and Mercy. Indeed, 
a Magiſtrate muſt have two hands, plectentem et amplectentem, 
to cheriſh and to puniſh. 

Second, The BIBLE is a Book that contains the Holy Scrip- 
tures, in which you have the happineſs to be well verſed. This 
Book of Life conſiſts of two Teftaments, the Old and New. The 
firſt hews Chriſtum velatum; the ſecond, Chriſtum revelatum; 
Chrift vailed and revealed. It is a Book of Books, and doth con- 
tain both precepts and examples for good government, 

Third, Here is a SczpTER, not unlike a flaff, for you to be a 
af ta the weak and poor. It is of antient uſe in this kinde. It's 
ſaid in Scripture, that the“ Scepter ſhall not depart from Judah, 
nor a latu- giver from between his feet, until Shilo come, and unto 
bim ſhall the gathering of the people be!!! It wwas of the like 
uſe in other kingdoms. Homer, the Greek poet, calls kings and 
princes Scepter-bearers. 

Fourth, The laft is a SwoRD, not a military but a civil Sword, 
It is a Sword rather of defence than offence ; not to defend your- 
4 if only, but your People alſo. If I might preſume to fix a motto

pon this Sword, as the valiant Lord Talbot had "A bis, 
ſhould be thus, Ego ſum Domini Protectoris, ad protegendum Po- 
pulum meum; I am the Lord Protector's, to protect my People. 

This comment or ſpeech being ended, the Speaker, Sir 
Thomas Widdrington, took the Bible, and gave the Protector 
his. oath, which was as follows: 

« 1, OLIVER CROMWEILI., do this day, in the prefence of, 

* and by the name of, Almighty God, promife and ſwear, 
* that, to the uttermoſt of my power, I will uphold and 
maintain the true Reformed, Proteſtant, Chriſtian Re- 
Wc: ligion, in the purity thereof, as it is contained in the 
« Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Teſtament, to 
« the uttermoſt of my power and underſtanding, and en- 
courage the profeſſion and profeſſors of the ſame; and 
that, to the utmoſt of my power, I will endeavour, as 
chief Magiſtrate of theſe three N ations, and the territories 
6 thereunto belonging, the maintenance and preſervation 
« of the peace and. ſafety, and juſt right and priviledges 
__ * of the People thereof; and ſhall in all things, according 
to my beſt knowledge and power, govern the rehm of 
< theſe Nations according to law.” _ 

After the adminiſtration of the oath, Mr. Manton, who. 
for this purpoſe was appointed, made and delivered a' prayer, 
wherein he recommended the Protector, Parliament, Council, 
the Forces by Land and Sea, Government and People of the 
three Nations, to the protection of God. Which being ended, 
the Heralds, by loud ſound of trumpet, proclaimed his High- 
neſs OLIVER CROMWELL, PaorECToR os ENGLAND, 


ScorLAN D, AND IRELAND, and the Dominions and Territo- 


ries thereunto belonging; commanding and requiring all per- 
ſons to yield him due obedience. Then did the trumpets again

Silence being commanded, and his Highneſs being reſpect- 
fully ſaluted ; he roſe from the chair of "date, and deſeend- 
ing, proceeded as follows, himſelf leading the way.

His train carried up by the Lord Sherard, Warwict's Nephew, 
and Lord Roberts his eldeſt ſon. 
After followed thoſe who had before marched in the firſt of 
the proceſſion; the Protector and theſe returning in the 
| ſame poſture to the great gate or entrance of the 
hall, without which was a ſtate coach ready to 
receive his Highneſs. | 


The Protector being now ſeated in his coach; with him, ſit- 
ting oppoſite at one end, was Robert Earl of Warwick, Lord Ri- 
chard Cromwell his ſon, and Bulſtrode Lord Whitlock, in 
one, and Philip Lord Viſcount Lifle and Lord Montague in the 
other boot, with ſwords drawn, and the Lord Claypool, Maſter 
of the Horſe, led a horſe of honour in rich capariſons to White- 
hall, The members, two and two, to the Parliament-houſe, 
where they prorogued their ſitting to the twentieth of January. 
At night were great proclaimings of joy and gladneſs, both in 
London, Weſtminſter, and the ſurrounding towns, villages, 
and hamlets. On this occaſion, for his Highneſs and the Par- 
liament, were enſigns armorial of their power, which ſigns or 
tokens of honour were commanded to be engraven and cut on 
ſeals for the ſealing and ſtamping all public writings. Thar 
for proclamations was after the manner following. On a 
prince-like ſhield, faſhioned as a royal breaſt-plate, Jour flags

with ermine. At top of this and helmet, a princely crown of 
gold, &c. on the top of which, the royal creſt of Great Bri- 
tain, which is a lion paſſaut guardant Or, crowned with an 
imperial crown of gold. Supporters, 1ſt, a lion guardant and 
imperially crowned, the ſupporter of England, Or. 2d, a dra- 
gon in profile, with wings raiſed and indorſed Vert, purfled with 
gold, for antient Britain or Wales. Motto, Pax au ÆRfTUR 
BELLo, that is, Peace ſought by War. All theſe enfigns of 
the Commonwealth were environed with a military belt of 
honour of crimſon velvet, ornamented and enriched with let- 
ters of gold, making this inſcription, OLIVARIVUSs Der GRA. 
REIPUB. AN GLI, Scorrx, ET HIBERNLE, &c. PROTECTOR. 
The Union Shield of the Commonwealth were two ſhields, con-- 
joined or united, the firſt bearing the Crofs of St. George for 
England, and the other bearing the Iriſh Harp for Ireland; 
theſe ſhields were placed on a rundle, and the like ſhields with. 
theſe bearings was ſtamped on the current com of the Com- 
monwealth.

The great Seal of the Commonwealth was a large circle, 
having thereon the Protector bare- headed, mounted on Mare- 
back, attired in a ſhort coat or jacket of mail, over which a 
military ſaſh, placed over his right-ſhoulder and under his left- 
arm, tied behind; pendant to his left-ſide, a large and broad 
ſword, his right-hand graſping the head of a truncheon, which 
he holds before him, one end reſting on the pommel of the 
ſaddle, his left-hand holding the bridte. Behind, on the ſpace 
on the ſiniſter fide, and near the top, a civic ſhield with four 
quarters ; the firſt and fourth, with'the Croſs of St. George for 
England; 2d, the Saltier or Croſs of St. Andrew for Scot- 
land ; and 3d, the Harp of King David for Ireland. On the 
margin of this ſide the Seal theſe words, OLIVARIVSs. Dei. 
GRA. REip. ANGLLEE. ScorIx. ET HIBERNI. &c. PROTECTOR. 
On the other ſide of the Broad Seal, the like arms as that for 
proclamations, as before deſcribed, only with this difference, 
the mantling lamberquin'd with four doublings or folds: on 
the margin of this fide, MAGNVM.

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IN this lift will be found the armorial bearings of ſeveral 
worthy families, moſt of them being of the true old Saxon 
ſtock, but whom the envy and partiality of authors have co- 
vered with filence, thinking, through prejudice, that ſuch 
families as were for the Commonwealth were of the vileſt of 
the people; but in that opinion they are egregioufly miſtaken, 
as in the height of the Commonwealth were men of the firſt 
conſequence and family. It was the miſtaken policy of the 
old families to divide; the chief or elder branch ſiding with the 
King, and the younger branches with the Commonwealth. 
From this cauſe we find many of the ſame name and family en- 
gaged againſt each other; and OLIVER“, knowing every man's 
connections in the kingdom, availed himſelf of that advan- 
tage, and in fact ſet the father againſt the ſon, and the ſon. 
againſt the father, and ſo in like manner the other relations, 
until ſuch time as he cruſhed their greatneſs, and then made 
them flaves to his deſigns and ambition. From theſe cauſes 
the loweſt and moſt deſperate of the rabble were ſure to be 
gainers; for as it was the maxim of OLIvER to reward valour 
and merit, ſo thoſe who had embarked in his cauſe thought 
nothing too hard to ſerve him. However, of this laſt deſcrip- 
tion of men, when they had rule and command in the State, 
their own conſequence only was conſidered ; they were of all 
Committees, and had command and rule in Parliament;

whereby 
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whereby their arrogance and pride made them fo far forget 
the hand that had raiſed them, that they began to provide for 
themſelves and families on the ſpoil and. ruin of both Whig 
and Tory, Theſe circumſtances alone brought about the 
Reſtoration, The reaſon is obvious; the old families finding 
themſelves deprived of all power, at laſt ſaw the folly of 
ſupporting their inferiors 3 on which account they united: and 
thus the Commonwealth was diſſolved, and Monarchy eſta- 
bliſhed on its runs !

THE DEATH, FUNERAL ORDER, AND PROCESSION, OF Hs. 
„ 3JHNESS THE MOST SERENE AND MOST ILLUSTRIOUS 
' OLIVER CROMWELL, LATE LORD PROTECTOR OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH OF ENGLAND, SCOTLAND, AND IRE= 
LAND, AND THE DOMINIONS AND TERRITORIES THEREUNTO: 
BELONGING, THE WHOLE OP THIS. FAITHFULLY COPIED: 
FROM THE Ms. OF THE REV. JOHN PRESTWICH, FELLOW OF: 
ALL SOULS COLLEGE, OXFORD, 


HIS Highneſs firſt illneſs was at Hampton-Court, where 
he ſickened of a baſtard tertian, of which he grew very ill, 
inſomuch, that after a week's time his. diſeafe began to ſhew 
very deſperate ſymptoms; whereupon he was removed to: 
Whitehall, Weſtminſter, near London, where his Chaplains,. 
and others of his family, kept private meetings and faſtings: 
for his recovery. Continuing in this condition, his Highneſs. 
died on Friday, the third of September, at three of the clock 
in the afternoon, in the year of our Lord one thouſand fix. 
hundred and fifty-erxght. His body, preſently after his expira- 
tion, was waſhed and laid out; and being opened, was em- 
balmed and wrapped in a ſere cloth ſix double, and put into an 
inner ſheet of lead, incloſed in an elegant coffin of the ehoiceſt 
wood, Owing to the diſeaſe he died of, which by the bye ap- 
peared to be that of poiſon “, his body, although thus bound 


up 


* Beſides my anceſtor, there are divers others of opinion that he was poiſoned, 
i particularly Whitlock, p. 674. b.

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up and laid in the coffin, ſwelled and burſted, from whence 
came ſuch filth that raiſed ſuch a deadly and noiſome ſtink, 
that it was found prudent to bury him immediately, which 
was done in as private a manner as poſſible. For the ſolemni- 
zation. of the funeral no leſs than the ſum of ſixty thouſand 
pounds was allotted to defray the expence. 

The corpſe being thus quickly buried, by reaſon of the great 
ſtench thereof, a rich coffin of ſtate was, on the 26th of Sep- 
tember, about ten at night, privately removed from White- 
hall, in a mourning. hearſe, attended by his domeſtic ſervants, 
to Somerſet-houſe, in the Strand, where it remained in pri- 
vate for ſome days, till all things were prepared for public 
view; which being accomplithed, the effigy of his Highneſs. 
was, with great ſtate and magnificence, expoſed openly, mul- 
titudes daily crowding to ſee this glorious but mournful ſight, 
which appeared in the order following. 


FUNERAL ORDER. 


Firſt. The firſt room. where the ſpectators entered was 
wholly hung and covered with black; and at the upper end 
of this room was placed a cloth and chair of ſtate. 

In the like manner of the firſt room were two others ;: 
namely, the fecond and third, all having funeral eſcutcheons 


6+ ſomething preter-natural as to his body; for, being opened, in the animal parts,

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very thick upon the walls, and guards of partizans were placed 
in each room for people to paſs through. 

The fourth room was completely hung with black velvet, the 
cieling being of the ſame. Here lay the effigy of his High- 
neſs, with a large canopy of black velvet fringed, which hung 
over it. The effigy was of wax, faſhioned like the Protector, 
and placed lying upon its back ; was appareled in a rich and 
coſtly ſuit of velvet, robed in a little robe of purple velvet, 
laced with a rich gold lace, furred with ermine. Upon the 
kirtle was a large robe of purple velvet, laced and furred as the 
former, with ſtrings and taſſels of gold. The kirtle was girt 
with a rich embroidered belt, wherein was a ſword richly gilt, 
and hatched with gold, which hung by the fide of this effigy. 
In the right-hand was a ſcepter; in the left, a globe. Upon 
his head was placed a purple velvet cap, furred with ermines 
ſuitable to the robes. Behind the head was placed a rich chair 
of tiſſued gold, whereon was placed an Imperial crown, which 


lay. high, that the people might behold it. 


BED OF STATE. 


The bed of ſtate whereon he lay was covered with a large 
pall of black velvet, under which was a Holland ſheet, borne 
up by ſix ſtools covered with cloth of gold. About the bed 
was placed a complete ſuit of arms; and at the feet of the 
effigy ſtood his creſt. This bed had fixed about it an aſcent cf 
two ſteps. A little fiom thence ſtood eight filver candleſticks, 
about five foot high, with white wax tapers ſtanding in them, 
of three foot long. All theſe things were environed with rails 
and baluſters, four ſquare, covered with velvet; at each 
corner whereof there was erected an upright pillar, which 

bore 
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bore on their tops lions and dragons, who held in their paws 
ſtreamers crowned. On both ſides of the bed were ſet up in 
fockets four great ſtandards of the Protector's arms, with ban- 
ners and: banrols in war, painted upon taffaty. About the bed 
ſtood men in mourning, holding in their hands black wands, 
and alſo ſtanding bare-headed;; and without the rails ſtood 
others, in like manner, whoſe office it was to receive people in, 
and turn them out again. 

When this public wake or funeral had been kept * many 
weeks. together, ſo that all ſtrangers, &c. had ſeen it fully, 
then did the following change take-place, and the whole ſcene 
become altered. The effigies being removed into another inner 
room, it was there ſet up, placed upon an aſcent, under a 
cloth of ſtate, being veſted as it was before lying; only now 
his purple velvet was changed. for a crown. In the ſame 
manner (as formerly) were men waiting upon him bare- 
headed. I this manner he continued until the twenty-third: 


of November, which day was appointed. to. carry him with all 
ſolemnity to Weſtminſter Abbey. 


THE FUNERAL PROCESSION, 


This great funeral was performed with very great majeſty, 
in this manner following. All things being in readineſs, the 
waxen effigies of the Protector“, with a crown on his head, a 
{word by his fide, a globe and ſceptre in his hands, was taken 
down. from his ſtandings, and laid in an open chariot, covered. 
all over with black velvet. The ſtreets, from Somerſet-Houſe 
to Weſtminſter-Abbey, were guarded by ſoldiers, placed with- 
out a railing, and: clad in new red coats, with black: buttons, 


* This effigies was carved in wood, and after covered or enamelled with wax; 
and that according to nature, 
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with their enſigns wrapped in cyprus: theſe made a lane, to 
keep off ſpectators from crowding the proceſſion.

each hand, bare-headed. 
The Chief Mourner.

a to conclude all, the Horſe of Honour, 3 im 
very rich trappings, embroidered on crimſon velvet, and. 
_ adorned with white, red, and yellow plumes of 
feathers, being led by the Maſter of the Horſe. 
The rear of this great proceſſion was brought up by the 
Protector's guard of Halberdiers, two and two, 
the Warders of the Tower, 
and, laſtly, a 
Troop of Horſe. 

The effigies in this manner being brought to the weſt gate of 
the Abbey Church of Weſtminſter, it was taken from the 
chariot by ten gentlemen, who carried it to the eaſt end of the 
church, and there placed with the wax effigies of the Protector, 
in a moſt magnificent ſtructure, built in the ſame form as one 
before had been on the like occaſion for King James, but much 

more 
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more ſtately and expenſive, as the expences attending the 
funeral amounted to upwards of ſixty thouſand pounds. 

This funeral proceſſion was the laſt ceremony of honour to 
the moſt ſerene and moſt illuſtrious OLIVER CROMWRLI, Lord 
Protector of the Commonwealth of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, and the Dominions thereunto belonging; to whom leſs 
could not be performed, to the memory of him to whom poſte- 
rity will pay (when Envy is laid aſleep by Time) more honour 
than Iam able to expreſs. But, alas! how true are the words 
of the wiſe King, Vanity of vanities, all is vanity ;” ſeeing 
that, after all this funeral pomp and grandeur, his dead body 
was laſtly, by the council of theſe men whom his power had 
raiſed to greatneſs; I ſay, by their council to CHARLES the 
Second, he was taken out of his grave, and hanged for a trai- 
tor.

THIS account of the death, funeral, order and proceſſion, 
of his Highneſs OLIVER CROMWELL, is copied from the MS, 
of one of my family, namely, the Rev. John Preſtwich, firſt of 
the College of Brazen Noſe, and laſtly Fellow of All Souls 
College, Oxford; who, by his will in 1680, among many 
other legacies, wills the following to be given after his death. 
„ Imprimis, I give to College of All Souls the ſum of one 
* hundred pounds, to buy two ſilver batons and ewers ; one of 
« fifty-five pounds, for the ſervice of Sub-wardens table; 
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* the other of forty-five pounds, for the ſervice of the other 
tables. To the Warden of ſame College a ring of twenty 
* ſhillings price; and to every of the Fellows, Probationers, 
* and Chaplains, a ring of ten ſhillings price. To Brazen 
«© Nofe College ſixty pounds; forty pounds whereof for the 
*« public uſe; the remaining twenty pounds to buy a piece of 
e plate; all theſe with names and arms on them, Alſo I give 
« all my books fit for public library, towards furniſhing a 
„library at Mancheſter ; the ſmaller ſtitched books to be given 
© to the Clerks, Choriſters, and Servitors, at diferetiow of 
© executors, &c. &c.“ 

In the Public Library of Mancheſter, in a book for that 
purpoſe, is a receipt or acknowledgement. for the above library 
of books, as the benefaction of the Rev. Mr. John Preſtwich, 
Fellow of All Souls College, Oxford.

To conclude, I ſhall here obſerve, with relation to con- 
queſts, uſurpations, voice of the. people, and all kind of revo- 
lutions and mutations of fovereigns, that, according to the 
moſt approved civilians, a ſubject as well as a ſtranger may 
acquire the ſovereignty of a ſtate, by virtue of the conſent and 
free voice of the people, which, in my opinion, is the moſt 
lawful way of acquiring, reſulting from the law of nations, 
when, by the ſuperiority of his power, he has ſet himſelf 
above the laws: for in ſuch a caſe, for the ſake of peace, the 
public ſafety and good of the community, at large, a conqueror, 
a uſurper, or one ſet up by the voice of the people, ought to 
be acknowledged as a lawful and rightful Sovereign.

by a King or Monarch, yet are they governed after the true 
Republican or Conſtitutional Form, being compoſed of Three. 
Eſtates, as Kings, Lords, and Commons. From which cauſe it 
cannot. be denied, but that our Conſtitution is purely Republi-- 
can; ſince ĩt appears, that the Civil State or Government of theſe 
Kingdoms is not a ſimple Polity, that is, it is not a Monarchy,. 
Ariſirocracy, or Democracy, ſingly conſidered, but is rather a- 
compound. of. them all. together: for though. we have one 
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Chief Ruler or Supreme Governor, whom we call our King, 
- yet he reigneth not by himſelf, nor, as being a good King, is 
he abſolute; but he rules and governs by, and in conjunction 
with, the great Council, or Commons, and Aſſembly of the 
Nobles, or Peers, of the Land, which our Saxon Anceſtors 
denominated the þrcna gamot, or Wiſe Meeting; but now, 
and ever ſince the Normans arrival, a Parliament; a name 
ſignificant of French - men's talkativeneſs, from the French 
word Parler, to ſpeak. This Aſſembly, or Court, is of all others 
in our land the higheſt and of greateſt authority, as conſiſting 
of three Eſtates, namely, the King as Head of the Church, 
with the Lords Spiritual, the Lords Temporal, and Commons: 
nor is even this auguſt Aſſembly uniform or independent, for it 
conſiſts of two very different parts; one of the higher Nobi- 
lity (as is juſt mentioned) both Temporal and Spiritual, called 
the Houſe of Lords, in which, on all great occaſions, the King 
as Chief preſides; the other part is made up of the lower 
Nobility or Commonalty, the Knights, and Burgeſſes of Shires 
and Borough Towns, and are called the Houſe of Commons, 
or the Lower Houſe; which laft is returned, or ought to be, 
without bribery or corruption, by the majority of, and free voice of, 
the Clergy, Gentry, Freemen, and Freeholders of the Land. This 
Lower Houſe is intirely dependent on the common People or 
Populace (being Freemen, &c.) ; for the Members thereof are 
choſen by them, to act for them as their Repreſentatives for a 
ſhort or ſtated time; and if during the Parliament they act not 
according to the People's requeſt, and what they think con- 
ducive to the public good, they very wiſely reject them, as 
unworthy of their dependence, at the next general Election of 
Members of Parliament, and chuſe others, of whom they 
have a better opinion, and think will prove more faithful, 

wiſe, 


1 
wiſe, and worthy of the important truſt committed to 
their charge; namely, their Religion, Rights, Laws, and 
Liberties, which, being the very eflence and glory of the Con- 
ſtitution, ſhould! be carefully preſerved. by the King, who, as 
Protector and Ruler of a Free People, ſhould: guard them from 
being repreſented by men of low degree, or thoſe baſe-born,, 
who,. according to the judgement or opinion of the wiſe King, 
ſpeaking of men of ſuch eſtate, ought not to ſit in Council. 
Theſe are his words: They ſhall not be ſought for in public 
« Council, nor fit high in the Congregation. They ſhall not 
e fit on the Judges ſeat, nor underſtand the ſentence of Judge- 
* ment: they cannot declare Juſtice and Judgement, and they 
& ſhall not be found where parables are ſpoken; that is, They 
are not aſked nor ſought for in public Council, nor ſet high in 
the Congregation, nor are placed in the Judges ſeat, nor un- 


derſtand they order of Juſtice. They cannot declare matters- 


according to the form of Law, nor are they meet for hard 
parables, &c. In all wiſe Governments,. reſpect has been had 
to thoſe well- born; and from this cauſe the People of Rome 


were generally divided into three ſorts, as that of Nobiles, Novi, 


and Ignabiles; which wiſe regulation, and the many and: 


various. honourable rewards they had for perſonal merit, was 
politically adapted to its ſeveral kinds, which opened a large 


ſource of conferring honours on the deferving, It was the 
equitable diſpoſal. of honours, and the wiſe regulations of preſerv- 
ing the old families from falling to decay, in that illuſtrious State or 
'Commonwealth,. that ſupported them therein, and drew the. reve- 
rence and eſteem of the Ignobilis or inferior Part. It was this 
which fired their brave youth of. ancient and noble deſcent. 10 gal- 
lant emulations, and carried their conqueſts throughout the ther: 
known world. The policy of this. wiſe State was to preſerve 
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the honour of their old Nobility ; and this was done to excite 
bravery and virtue in their deſcendants.. From this cauſe and 
diſtin&ion of ancient deſcent, Rome was founded for grandeur, 
and its laws and wiſe regulations had an admirable tendency to 
beſtow it : for which reaſon, in all the variations of her Go- 
vernment, whether Monarch „, Afriſtocracy, or Popular, ſhe 
conſtantly engaged in the enterpriſes which required virtue, 
honour, and conduct, to accompliſh, and always ſucceeded. 
The Conſtitution of the Roman Commonwealth, like ours at 
this day, as is before ſhewn, conſiſting of three diſtin& Bo- 
dies; for the Council repreſented the King, the Senate the No- 
bles, and the Tribunes the People. And this form of Govern- 
ment was the very-ſame which the ancient Philoſophers, and 
among them Plato and Ariſtitotle (whom Polybius imitates), 
judged to be the beſt and moſt excellent form in the known 
World, as being made up and conſtituted of a mixture and 
Juſt temperament of the three kinds of Government, vi. the 
Regal, Noble, and Popular. Which form of a Commonwealth, 
Cickno (in his book De Republics) prefers to all others what- 
ſoever. The reaſon is obvious, being, as I think, the moſt 
conformable to the quality, ſtate, or different degrees of men 
which the ancient Germans, conſequently the Saxons our 
warlike progenitors, divided, as I find, into four orders or 
ranks, vz. the AÞelp [Adels], or Nobles, among which the 
Ruler or Chief. Second, the ppeling or fraling, that is, 
Freemen, Liberti, or thoſe who had been manumitted, among 
whom were reckoned their children, called Libenvini, that is, 
ſons of Freed-men; and the fourth ſort was ſervants, called 
Tnapæ K naves], from their ſervile offices of doing their Lord's 
or Daner work. Agreeable to which our Conſtitution, even 
at this day, may be compared, compoſed of the like degrees or 

orders 
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orders in the Coratnotwealth, viz. the King, with dich the 
Nobles, the Gem or Fremen. The Mechanic, who having 
ferved an Apprenticeſhip, or feven. years. ſervitude, thercafter 
beromethi a 'F reed-fervant; whoſe, Children by our laws. are 
denotninated Freemen's Children, and as ſuch enjoy particular 
privileges even at this da; and to theſe. laſt in order are Las 
bourers, who depond on all ſtinctions abke for their wages or 
tewrard of their labour- T he:! Atheniang,, i in like manner, di- 

vided their people! int Nobilig, Farmers, aud, Tradeſmen, in 
which laſt was included the'Labourer. In all wiſe 5 1 1 
ments thete have been theſe diſtinctious, without which, or 
fuch like orders of man, no body Politie or Commonwealth 
can exift :\ forafrnach; chat in the various Kingdoms and States 
we find particular honours and privileges appropriated to the 
ancient Nobility and Gentry 2 for it cannot. be contradicted, 
ſeeing that both the Greck and Roman Commonwealths in- 
dulged the Nobles with great privileges, and to diſtinguiſh 
them from the Ignable. The Greeks, as emblems, of their 
Nobility, wore tha figure of 2 graſs-hopper, in their hair or 
head attire; the Romans, à creſcent. or half moon of gold, 
enriched with precious ſtones, upon their ſandals or ſhoes; and 
our Saxon Nobility were diſtinguiſhed with a mantle or cloth 
of Eſtate, fringed | or ornamented with 3 border of gold, en- 
riched with precigus ſtones; and on their head, when unco- 
vered, they wore a circlet of gold. When they went abroad, 
their bead was attired with the Phrygian bonnet; and in their 
right-hand, in token of their Nobility, they bore a lauce or 
ſpear. And ſe tenacious. were they of the honeur of their 
family, that, Mke their neighbours the Germans, by the law it 
was death for any of them to marry but with thoſe of their own 
rank. Clyverius, a German writer of great hate, ſays, that this 
G g cuſtom 
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cuſtom was much obſerved in Germany in his own time, nod 
altogether by virtue of any ſuch law, but becauſe the Nobi- 
lity reckoned'it was a diſgrace for them-to- marry with thoſe of 
a lower rank. And he further adds, that the Nobility: were 
firſt raiſed to that dignity from their valour in war, which he 
ſupports by the ſaying of Tacitus, that they choſe their Kings 
from among their Nobility, and their Captains from, among 
their vahant Men; “ * therefore, he thinks; that when» any of 
the common ſort” ſignalized their valour, ſo! as to be made 
— Commanders, they were made Noble at the ſame tino. And 
Be further adds, that in his time Princes conferred the order 
of Nobility upon People for money; but they were ſo much 
deſpiſed by the ancient families, that. chey ſcorned to: converſe 
with them. In all kinds of Governments, it is the duty of a 
Chief Ruler to obſerve an impartial diĩſtribution of rewards 
and r N Deſerving perſons, as being contributors 
to the welfare of the. State, ſhould receive diſtinguiſhing fa- 
vours, and eriminals and enemies of it great: ſeverity: inſſicted on 
them; for this reaſon, which, in my opinion, is anſwerable to all 
others, that all good men, as Chriſtians, think it their duty to 
proſecute an Atheiſt who bids defiance to Heaven; for the love 
we owe our neighbour engages us to bear an averfion to all 
crimes, and to endeavour their extinction. It was theſe maxims 
in Government made Solomon, our grand Maſter, the wiſeſt 
of Rulers, ſay, Clememid et Juſtitid roboratur. Thronus Regum ; 
that is, being tranſlated; Juſtice and Merey are the Supporters of a 
Throne. Liſten is ibis, O ye Kings of the earth, and do Fuſtice! 
And remember, for bere I fhall dectara, that it it an abſolute fact, 
founded upon ſacred and prophane Hiſtory, that no Monarchy, be 
it ever ſo great in Power, Circuit, Defence, and Multitude, 


your extended much the limit ofi five hundred. years! As 
to 
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to dur Government, erroneouſly! called a Monarchy, it is evi- 
dent, that the State or Polity of Great Britain, &c. is a pure 
Commonwealth or Republic, compounded of the three ſimple 
Polities, Monarchy, Ariſtocracy, and Democracy, and may be 
called, as being governed by: a King and Parliament; that is, 
of Lords and Commons, a Monarthyo: Ariſtorratiag-Democratical 
Government ; whereby it is levident, that, being united, they 
are better than either of them ſingly or alone. And like unto 
this form of Goverument in ancient times we find the Council 
of the Amphictions was inſtituted in Greece (Which Suidas and 
others witneſs in their writings) by King Amphyction, ſon of 
Deucalion: and therein it Was ordained, that at a certain ap- 
pointed time every year, Repreſentatives choſen out of the 
Twelve Commonwealths of Greece ſhould meet at Thermopylæ, 
and qeliberate concerning all the weighty. affairs of the King- 
dom and Commonwealth. For which reaſon, Pliny calls this 
the Public Cpuncil of Gracia; and Cicero, in like manner, de- 
nominates it the Cammon Council of Græcia, and ſpeaks highly 
of this kind of Commonwealth, as being made yp and. conſti- 
tuted of a mixture and juſt temperament of the, three kinds of 
Government, via. Regal, Noble, and; Popular; that is, Ring. 
Lords, and Commons. For ſince a Kingly and Popular Go- 
vernment doi in their natures differ widely from each other, it 
was neceſſary to add a third and midale State, participating of 
both, viz. that of Princes or Nobility; who, by reaſon of 
the ſplendour and antiquity of their families, approach, in 
ſome degree, to the Regal dignity; and yet, being ſubjects, 
are upon that account on the ſame footing and intereſt with the 
Commons. And:the like! regulation we find in the, Conſtitu- 
tion of the German Empire, wherein the Euperor repreſents ; 
the 1 State, the Princes! repreſent, the 47; :tocratiogl, 
| Gg 2 and 
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and the Deputies of the Cities the Demorratiaai. Neither ean any 
matter of moment appertaining to the whole German Republic be 
fim and ratified but what is firſt agreed upon in that great Con» 
vention of the three Eſtates. Now of the excellency of this tetn- 
perament in a Commonwealth, we have a moſt remarkable 
commendation in Cicero, taken by him out of Plato's Books, 
De Republics, in the words following, vin. Us in fidibus

Great Britain, &c. has the (diſtinguiſhed glory of governing a 
free People, the teaſt and meaneſt of whom is protected by the 
Laws, which al ſo acknowledge the Monarch of Great Britain 
as ſupreme Prince and Prieſt of his People, the Fountain of all 
Honours, and from whom all dignities in Church and State a 
dertvred, and whoſe Royal Perſon, in all Spiritual and Tem- 
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poral things in this our Commonwealth, is the alpha, or the firſt; 
ſo it is my duty, as a Subject, to ſhew my zeal in this roll by care- 
fully ſetting forth (what others, through ignorance or want of 
duty, have hitherto. omitted) his preſent moſt excellent Ma- 
jeſty's Royal Style, Title Armorial, Bearings, Royal Marriage, 
and Iſſue; which I do in all reſpect to my King, whoſe Crown 
may the merciful God, the King of Kings, let it flouriſh on 
his Royal Head and on his Royal Poſterities, till the Heavens 
ceaſe. to move, e be no .

Monarchy, he placed, the fleurs- de-lis i in the firſt and fourth, or. 
more honourable. quarters; and when Charles VI. of France 
reduced the ſemee to three fleurs-de-lis, King Henry V. (ſome. 
ſay the IVth, both of the royal line of. Lancaſter) of England. 
did the. like, and ſo it has continued ever ſinee. It was that. 
great deliverer under God, William III. who had the arms of 
England again placed in the firſt or grand quarter, which is 
continued to this day: and may they fo remain till time ſhall be 
no more !.

This 
fourth grand quarter was added to the Imperial arms of theſe 
Kingdoms in the year 1714, ſhortly after the acceſſion. of his 
moſt Excellent Majeſty George I. eldeſt Son to his moſt ſerene 
Highneſs Erneſt Auguſtus, Duke and EleQor of Brunſwick 
ahd Lunenberg, by his Conſort the Princeſs Sophia, who was 
the fifth and youngeſt daughter of Frederick EleQor Palatine 
of the Rhine-and King of Bohemia, and of Elizabeth of 
Great Britain, eldeſt Daughter of King James I. of England 
and Vth of Scotland, Niece .to King Charles I. and King 
James II. and their royal Siſter Mary Princeſs of Orange, after, 
with her royal Conſort, King and Queen of England, &c. &c. 
By this marriage aforeſaid, and his Majeſty's own birth, bis 
preſent moſt excellent Majeſty Gcorge III. his deſcendant, has 
in his veins ſome of all the Blood- royal of Europe, which 
illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover may it continue to all ſucceeding 
generations! : 
This Imperial ſhield of Tx Majeſty, and of theſe Kingdoms, 
is placed upright, and within a blue velvet Garter (giving 
name to a noble Order of Knighthood, of which his Majeſty, 
as King of theſe Realms, is Chief) placed annuletways, 
buckled, edged, and infcribed with this old French motto in 
Roman capital letters of gold, non so1T Qui MAL Y 
H h PENSE,

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PENSE, that is, Shame be to him that evil imagineth of it : or 
thus, Let him be aſhamed who thinks ill thereof. Which motto 
was firſt given by King Edward III. Founder of the Order ; 
and that none might believe his deſign therein was any other 
than juſt and honourable, he cauſed theſe words to be wrought 
in every Garter that he beſtowed, as the proper enſign of the 
moſt noble Order of the Garter, whereof the Monarch of 
Great Britain 1s Chief, as is before mentioned. Theſe enſigns 
are timbred with a Royal and Imperial Helmet, full-faced, but 
grated, ſuch as is and has been borne by the Kings of England 
and Monarchs of Great Britain. And, anſwerable to his Ma- 
jeſty's Sovereign and Imperial Juriſdiction, upon the ſame, 
laid on a rich mantle of eſtate of cloth of gold, doubled or 
lined Ermine, and ſurmounted of an Imperial Crown, on the 
ſummit of which is the Britiſh Lion paſſant, guardant, Or, 
crowned with a like Crown of England proper, which is the 
. creſt of Great Britain. This ſhield is ſupported or ſuſtained 
| on the dexter fide by a lion rampant, guardant, Imperially 
crowned Or, the proper ſupporter of the Engliſh Enſign (but 
anciently the ſupporters were two dragons); and on the 
ſiniſter fide by an unicorn rampant, and in profile, Argent, 
armed, maned, tufted, and hoofed Or, gorged with a princely 
crown, compoſed of croſſes patee and fleurs-de-lis; a chain 
thereto in front affixed, pendant between the two fore-legs, and 
returning over his back, and falling between his legs, all of 
gold ; which faid unicorn being one of the two unicorns that 
ſupported the arms of Scotland before the Union of the two 
Crowns in 1608, under James I. was thereupon added in token 
of it, and to preſerve the remembrance of the uniting of that 
Kingdom to this. Note, ſometimes each ſupporter is furniſhed 


with a Union Banner of St. George and St. Andrew's enſign,

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borne quarterly. The ſupporters are placed ſtanding on a 
crimſon compartment or ſcroll edged, and its ends forked and 
taſſelled, all of gold, from whence iſſue (from one ſtem ex- 
tending right and left) the two royal or national badges of 
England, vi. firſt, on the dexter, the roſes of Lancaſter and 
York * united in one (that is, Lancaſter incloſing York), 
ſtalked, ſeeded, and leaved proper, the red roſe being the an- 
cient badge of the Royal Houſe of Lancaſter ; the white that 
of York: which roſes were taken by + John Plantagenet,

+ Jchn Plantagenet, commonly called John of Gaunt (Duke of Lancaſter, 
Earl of Leiceſter, Lincoln, and Derby, &c.) fourth ſon of Edward III. marrying 
the Lady Blanch, Daughter and (laſtly) Heir of her Father Henry Plantagenet de 
Monmouth, alſo ſurnamed Tort-col, the laſt and fourth Earl and firſt Duke of 
Lancaſter (Son of Edmond Crouchback) came to enjoy the title as fifth Earl, He 
had ſometimes the title of Earl of Richmond, Duke of Aquitaine; and was ſtyled 
King of' Caſtile and Leon in right of his ſecond Wife, however, which laſted 
longeſt, Immediately after the death of his Father-in-law Henry Plantagenet de 
Monmouth, he ſucceeded in that his honour of Lancafter, and was alſo Earl of 
Leiceſter, Lincoln, and Derby, &c, and not long after this created Duke of 
Lancaſter, He was, in right of his Wife, High Steward of England, and, 
24 Edward III. Great Corſtable 'of France, His wife, the Lady Blanch's Siſter, 
dying, brought him the whole inheritance of her Father, As to his ſtyle of 
Caſtile, &c. it was ſtipulated between him and Henry, Son to John the Baſtard, 
Uſurper of the ſaid Kingdoms, conditionally, that John ſhould marry the Duke's 
(Lancaſter) Daughter, by Conſtance his ſecond Wife (eldeſt Daughter of Peter, 
King of Caſtile and Leon, in whoſe right he intitled himſelf, when he mounted 
the Throne, King of both theſe Realms), endow the young Lady, and pay 
twenty thouſand pounds to the Parents during their lives, Duke John, on his 
part, awith his Wife, ſhould renounce all their right to the Spaniſh territories. 

. Theſe 
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commonly called John of Gaunt, ſo named from his being born 
at Gaunt in Flanders, and Edward his Brother, the Sons of { 
King Edward III. in the year 1385. And in 1486, thoſe two 
houſes being united by King Henry VII. the male Heir of the 
Houſe of Lancaſter, by marrying Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter 
and Heireſs to King Edward IV. of the Houſe of Vork; the 
two roſes then alſo became united in one, and as ſuch are ſtill 
uſed as the Royal Badge of England., It may not be 1 improper 
to mention the occaſion of the diſtinction of the Red and White 
Roſes, which Shakeſpeare in his play of Henry VI. (a& II. ſcene 
V.) beautifully deſcribes in a vehement diſpute between the two 
Princes of the Houſes of York and Lancaſter. On the ſiniſter 
fide of- the compartment afore-mentioned, a THISTLE, ſtalked 
and leaved proper, for Scotland; and on the plain, a table of 
the compartment, in Roman letters of gold, his Majeſty's 
Royal motto in old French, biEu ET. MON DROIT, that is, 
GOD AND MY RIGHT, and was firſt given by our Richard I. to 
intimate, that the King of England holdeth his Empire not 
in Vaſſalage of any mortal Man, but of God only; and after- 
wards taken up by our Edward III. when he firſt claimed the 
Kingdom of France, thereby declaring, he confided only in God and 
the Fuſtice of his Cauſe. For me it is proper further to mention, 
that by an article of the Union of England with Scotland, in 
1 707 (the Union ratified in 1708), the 6th of Queen Anne, it 
was agreed, that the Croſs of St. George for England, which 
is Gules, the field Argent, and the Croſs of St. Andrew for 
Scotland, which is Argent, the field Azure, be conjoined, 
when uſed in Flags, Banners, Standards, and Enfigns, both 


Theſe articles were concluded anno 1 391, when the ſaid Duke entered into alliance 
with John, King of Portugal, and gave him his Daughter Phillippe in marriage, 
and fo finiſhed his affairs in Spain, He was Knight of the Garter,

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at Sea and Land. It is worthy of remark, that theſe were 
firſt quartered or united during the Commonwealth of Oliver 
Cromwell, which gentleman. made. my anceſtors. (with many 
other ancient families) ſorely pay for their loyalty and adherenge 
to their King!

The Engliſh Saxons were originally Weſtphalians, 
as appears by the Saxon verſion of Bede's Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory, 
which ſays they deſcended from three of the ſtouteſt Nations 
in Germany, the Saxons, Angles, and Jutes, who, he ſays, in- 
habited the country called Old Saxony, and - afterwards Welt-

OF THE ROYAL HOUSE OF MECKLENBURG, &c.

Having given this brief account of the Houſe of Brunſwick- 
Eunenburg, &c. I ſhould be wanting in duty and attachment, 
were I to omit that of my Queen, deſcended of a race of 
Anceſtors as valiant and as illuſtrious as any of the Crowned 
Heads in Chriſtendom; deriving their Deſcent-from- Vdo or 
Udo, King of the Heruli, who inhabited part of this Dutchy: 
of Mecklenburg, and'whoſe Deſcendants enjoyed the title of 
Kings of the Heruli or Obotrites till about the year 1160, after 
which the Duke of Saxony and Marquis of Brandenburg, 
with other confederate Princes, &c. uniting, forced this Royal 
Family to renounce the title of King, and take that of Duke. 
However, it is worthy of remark, that this Dutchy was an- 
eiently inhabited partly by the Varini, and partly by the Angli, 
who were chaced thence by the Heruli. The royal Houſe of 
Mecklenburg, of which the illuſtrious Family of Mecklen- 
burg-Streelitz, now the ſecond branch, is, according to Im- 
hoff, Hubner, and other German writers of great credit and 
authority, of as ancient and noble lineage as any of the 
Crowned Heads or Princes of Germany, being lineally de- 
ſcended from the Kings or Leaders of the Vandals, a potent, 
though rude and RO, people, who delighted in war, and 
3 who. 
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who ſettled in the Dutchy of Mecklenburg, twelve hundred 
years before the birth of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, They formed 
the diſtrict of Germany into a powerful Kingdom, and by 
their military proweſs maintained and preſerved Regal Title and 
Dignity till the year of our Lord one thouſand one hundred and 
ſixty-three; when, after many battles, its Monarch, Pribiſlaus 
II. being at length worſted by confederate powers, and being a 
painen, was compelled to embrace the Chriſtian religion by 
Henry the Lion, Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, one of our 
preſent Monarch's illuſtrious Anceſtors, who in this confede- 
racy was therein aſſiſted by the Duke of Pomerania. At this 
time the title of King of the Vandals was extinguiſhed ; and 
that of the Prince of Mecklenburg, as he was then called, 
was created a Duke and made a Prince of the Empire. Their 
Kingdom being reduced to this Dutchy by the Knights of the 
Teutonic Order, the Poles and Brandenburghers ; the remnant, 
or branch of the Princes of the Vandals and the Branch of Stargard 
were united in the Mecklenburghers about the year one thou- 
ſand four hundred and twenty-nine; the Branch of Guſtrow 
iſſued about one thouſand five hundred and fifty- eight, and was 
extinguiſhed about the year one thouſand ſeven hundred and 
ten; the Branch of Swerin iſſued about the ſame time; the 
Branch of Strelitz iſſued about one thouſand fix hundred and 
fifty-eight. However, they were laſtly divided into three 
branches, vis of Guſtrow, Swerin, and Strelitzz but the 
extinction of that of Guſtrow in one thouſand fix hundred and 
eighty-eight occaſioned a law-ſuit between the deſcendants of 
the two branches about the ſucceſſion ; which diſpute con- 
tinued till one thouſand ſeven hundred and one, when a treaty 
of partition was made at Hamburgh, and ratified by the Em- 
peror in the following manner, that the Dutchy of Guſtrow 

E323 ſhould 
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ſhould go to the Duke of Swerin, and that the Duke of Stroe- 
litz ſhould have the Biſhopric of Ratzelburg ſecularized, and 
forty thouſand crowns a year from the tolls of Boitzenbourg, 
and a voice in the Diet of the Empire. The remaining titles of 
both theſe Princes of Swerin and Streelitz are the ſame, viz. 
Dukes of Mecklenburg, Princes of Wenden, Swerin, and 
Ratzelburg, Lords of Roſtock and Stargard, which laſt was 
the name of the final branch of the Vandals; and although 
the houſe of Mecklenburg Streelitz is the ſecond Branch of the 
Houſe of Mecklenburg, yet its Duke has the honour in being 
one of the Secular Princes of the Empire, and as ſuch takes 
his ſeat in the Diet of Ratzelburg : and of this moſt ancient 
and illuſtrious Houſe is SorHIA CHARLOTTE, our preſent moſt 
Excellent Queen, diſtinguiſhed by every eminent Virtue and 


amiable Endowment, whoſe Bounty is always fhewn to the 


deſerving; a bright Example of true Religion, Virtue, Piety, 
and Humility ; a Bleſſing and Ornament to the Throne of 


theſe Kingdoms, being the Patron of Literature, and an Encou- 


rager of the Arts and Sciences of Britain. 


The Armorial Enfigns, appertaining to theſe Illufirious Houſes of 
the Dukes of Mecklenburg- Schwerin and Mecklenburg-Streliz 
are Quarterly of Stx Coats, Three and Three, viz.

| THIS College was erected to the honagg of the Souls of the 
Saints departed, and by the charter it is called, The College of 
the Souls of all faithful People deceaſed, of Oxford, being found- 
ed in anno 1437, by Henry Carcurey, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, who gave to this his college his own armorial bearing 
of Or, a chevron between three cinquefoils Gules. This 
worthy Prelate was born at Highham Ferres, or Highham Fer- 
rers, in Northamptonſhire, ſon of Thomas and Agnes 
Chichley, of that place. He was educated at Wincheſter 
ſchool, and bred at Oxford; and defigned, by WIL I IAM 
WyxzEHaM, Biſhop of Wincheſter (he being then alive), to 
be one of the fellows of his new college, whereof he was 
one of the firſt, He afterwards became Chaplain to Richard 
MzepyorD, Biſhop of Sarum, who made him Archdeacon. of 
Saliſbury, which he exchanged for the Chancellor's place of 
the Cathedral. That Biſhop, at his death, made him chief 
executor, and bequeathed him a large filver cup, gilt with 
gold, for a legacy. He was ſent to the Council of P1sa, in 
1409, by King Henry IV. and, by the Pope's own hand, was 
conſecrated Biſhop of Sz. David's, at Vienna; and from thence 
was advanced to the ſee of CanTERBURY, by King Henry V. 
He received his pall from the Biſhop of Wincheſter, July 
I9, 1414, and bought the revenue of his ſee, in its vacation, 
for 400 marks. In 1428, he was conſtituted the Pope's le- 
5 | + | gate; 
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gate; but, to his immortal honour be it remembered, refuſed 
to act without the King of England's licenſe. He obtained many 
privileges fot his native place, and-built a college and hoſpital 
for travellers there in anno 1425, valued, at the Suppreſſion, 
at C. 1 56. 26. 1d. per annum. He laid the foundation of his 
College of All Souls, Feb. 10, 1437; and the next year 
procured the charter of incorporation, wherein he ſettled this 
learned ſociety, under the name of one warden, and twenty 
fellows, with a liberty to double their number, which was 
done accordingly; it conſiſting of one warden, forty fellows, 
two chaplains, three clerks, and three choriſters (ſince in- 
creaſed to fix); the foundation being ſtyled in the charter, 
Collegium Animarum Omnium defunforum de Oxon. and the ſeal 
of the College is that of the founder, who, for the more libe- 
ral endowment of this ſociety, procured of Henry VI. a grant 
of the revenues of many of the diſſolved priories. He ex- 
pended, befide purchaſe money for the ſite, &c, the ſum of 
4.4545, 155. 5d. 1; the buildings of his college, namely, the 
preſent old court, and the original refectory, which, with a 
cloyſter ſince removed, incloſed part of the area of the new 
quadrangle. He was a charitable, prudent, and pious, Pre- 
late ; who, having fat Archbiſhop 2g years, died April 12, 
1443» aud was buried in an alabaſter tomb, which he erected 
in his life-time, with a very modeſt inſeription. Robert 
Chichley, lord mayor of London, in anno 1427, 9 Hen. V. 
was his brother, who, ſurviving him, was one of his execu- 
tors; which worthy Biſhop at his death bequeathed a thouſand 
marks, and . 134, 6s. 8d. to be kept in a cheſt for the uſe 
of the College. Behide the aforementioned munificence of this 
excellent man, there is one thing more worthy to be recorded, 


and that is his attachment to E's family and relations, which 
agrees 
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agrees ſo well with that divine precept,“ Brethren, love one, 
another, for a houſe divided againſt itſelf cannot fland.” How well 
he obſerved this political rule may be inferred by his ſta- 
tutes, wherein he gives a preference in elections to thoſe can- 
didates who hall prove themſelves to be of his blood and 
kindred, which I, Sir John Preſtwich, Bart. as being one of 
the founder's kin, and one of my family a fellow of this 
foundation, as is mentioned in the prior part of this work, ſo 
cannot do leſs, in effeem and gratitude, than give a 
place here to the name and memory of ſo good a 'man, who 
ſo nobly endowed and built a college for thoſe of his family 
and kindred. From this noble cauſe only, this college is ac- 
counted by all the moſt honourable, as well as the moſt re- 
ſpectable, ſeminary of learning in Europe, as it appears that 
upwards of one hundred and twenty of the families of the 
Engliſh peerage, between fifty and fixty of the Scotch and 
Iriſh, more than one hundred and thirty of the Engliſh ba- 
ronetage, with many hundreds of the firſt gentry of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, have received their education here, 
which number of late have fo far increaſed, that it is not im- 
probable the time is not far diſtant when this learned ſociety 
will be entirely filled with relations, all derived from the noble 
founder. The library was firſt furniſhed with books and MSS. 
by the generofity of the founder Henry CHIRL Rx, I 
of Canterbury. The other principal benefactors were, 
The Rev. John Preſtwich, Fellow of All Souls, 
The Rev. Dr. George Clarke.

But the combined munificence and noble generoſity of Co- 


lonel Chriſtopher CopxincToN, Captain General and Go- 


vernor of the Leeward Iſlands, formerly fellow of this Col- 
lege, ought not to be forgotten; who bequeathed the ſum 
of ten thouſand pounds ſterling, for rebuilding the li- 
brary, and furniſhing it with books, not to mention his own 
ineſtimable library, collected with great {kill and expence. 
He died at his feat of government in Barbadoes, on Good- 


Friday, April 7, 1710, and was buried the day following, in 


the pariſh church of St. Michael, in that iſland ; but his body 
was afterwards. brought over to England, and interred in the 
chapel of All Souls College, Oxford. He alſo gave an eſtate 
of two thouſand pounds per annum to the corporation for the 
propagation of Chriſtian knowledge, for the building and endow- 
ment of a college at Barbadoes; which college is now built, and 
in a flouriſhing condition. The remainder of his fortune de- 
ſcended to his nephew and heir at law Sir William Codrington, 
who was advanced to the dignity of a Baronet of Great Britain, 
by his Majeſty King George the Iſt, in the 8th year of his reign, 
on April 21, 1721, and from whom the preſent, worthy baronet, 
Sir William Codrington, of Doddington in Glouceſterſhire, 
whoſe ancient armorial bearing I find was, Argent, a feſs battle 
Sable, between three lions paſſant Gules, for Codrington of 
Codrington, for which arms a patent of confirmation was given 
by Camden. However, the preſent baronet bears Argent, a 
feſs embattled and counter-embattled, Gules, between three 
lions paſſant Sable; creſt, on a wreath, a\dragon's head, 
couped, Gules, between a pair 9 (dragon's) wings, chekey, 
Qr and Azure.

ALLAN, ALLEN, ALEYN, ALLEYN, ALLIN, alias ALWINE. 


CONCERNING the antiquity of this name, which has 
been variouſly written, I, Sir John Preſtwich, Bart. ſhall firſt 
obſerve that the Alani, or Alans, were a warlike people of 
Germany, and, like their neighbours the Vanpars: and 
SWEDES, bore in their ſtandards and ſhields, Argent, a CAT 
Sable, as a ſymbol of their Liberty, as is recorded by, Metho- 
dius. Concerning this people, we alſo read, Alani ſunt Lithu- 
ani, a warhke people of Scythia, near the lake Mweotis, in 
which country is the river Alanus. And in England we have 
the rivers Allen, and Alen, as alſo the villages of Allanton, 
and Alenton, in Northumberland, and Alune, in Yorkſhire. 
Alſo of this name was AL ANus, i. e. ALLAN, a noble and 
warlike Captain of the Gor ns, and of which family was LI T- 


Tuo, one of the ALANI, Duke of LiTHUANIA, who gave his 
firſt 
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firſt name of Litius to his dukedom, which, in the Selavonic, 
implieth Hunting, and ſometime a Hunting Horn, in which 
language the word, or name, Alan, ſignifieth a Hound, which 
Fulius Scaliger witnefſeth, ſome of whoſe progenitors bore 
that name, and Chaucer, an Engliſh poet, uſeth the word 
Alan in the ſame ſenſe. Of what import this name was may 
be inferred, when that, among the ancient Romans, we find 
the noble families of Caninius, &c. Diodorus Siculus ſays, 
that Ofyris, ſurnamed Jupiter, fon of Cham, raiſed an army. 
under the command of his three ſans, Hercules, Macedon, and 
Anubis, each of whom had their particular ſtandard with 
their device, whereof that of the latter as anſwering my pur- 
poſe, and as is witneſſed by divers authors, who bore, Gules, 
a dog paſſant, Argent, which animal hieroglyphically with 
the Egyptians was repreſetited as having his tail lifted up, 
which ſignified victory and courage; aud, on the contrary, 
holding his tail between his legs, flight and fear. It is a ge- 
neral obſervation, that there 1s ſcarce any virtue incident to a 
man, but there are ſingular ſigus and reſemblances of the ſame 
in the ſundry kinds of dogs; inſomuch that this creature is 
allowed to be the emblem of fidelity, affection, and obedience, 
for which reaſon the Romans repreſented their Laxes, or 
Houfhold Gods, under that form. And Hiſtory reports that this 
people took maſtiffs from this our land of Britain, to ſerve in 
their armies inſtead of ſoldiers. With us in England this 
name, Allin, or Allan, is accounted of Saxon original; how- 
ever, there are ſome who ſay that the firſt of it came into 
this land in anno 1066, whereof was Alan Earl of Britain, 
who bore for his coat armour, Ermine, which others, 
through miſtake, write Checkie, Or and Azure, with a can- 
ton Ermine, and think that Allan was his ſurname, when it

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| was quite otherwiſe, his names being Alan la Fergant, i. e. 
being interpreted, Alan the Red, which ſaid Alan came over 
with William the Baſtard, after King of England, who gave 
unto him and his heirs for ever, in the fourth year of his 
reign, at the ſiege of Vork, all the lands and honours late be- 
longing to EAnL Epwin, the Saxon, which, not to mention 
others, conſiſted of the greateſt part of Richmondſbire, in 
county York. That this name with us is of Saxon original is 
evident, as the like is witnefſed by the etymologies of our Saxon 
proper names having the letter WM. Thus Allin, or Allen, by 
vulgar pronunciation, is derived from RXlpmne, Sax. [Alwme,] 
which by reaſon that the Normans nor Latiniſts uſe not the 
letter W; the name hath thus been varied from A/wyne, or 
Alwine, to Allin, or Allan, &c. but yet by this change it hath 
not loſt its firſt, or Saxon, ſignification, which is as much to 
ſay, beloved of all. Agreeing with the Greek, or Britiſh, li- 
anus, i. e. Sun bright, which diſtinctions may well become 
the families of this name, if their actions are accompanied with 
the luſtre of ſhining virtues, the ſureſt figns of an ancient and 
honourable deſcent, and the only teſtimony of true nobility, 
whereof firſt in order I ſhall mention the name and.enfigns ar- 


morial of the preſent R:ght Honourable Joſhua Allen, Baron of 


Stilorgan, in the county of Dublin, and Viſcount Allen, in the 
county of Kildare, and kingdom of Ireland, ſo created by let-
